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SUPERVISORS’  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Orthopaedic  Dispensary 
and  Hospital. 


Gentlemen  : 

The  Supervisors  of  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital  present  to 
you  the  record  of  the  past  year,  as  it  is  their  custom  to  do 
at  this  Annual  Meeting. 

The  general  health  of  the  children  under  their  care  lias 
been  good  and  in  each  case  marked  improvement  in  their 
special  trouble  is  noticeable. 

It  was  thought  best  for  them  to  remain  in  town  through 
the  Summer  as  everything  in  the  Hospital  is  arranged  for 
their  comfort,  and  twice  a week  the  pleasure  has  been 
given  to  them,  by  different  kind  friends,  of  a drive  in 
Central  Park,  where  they  are  taken  in  a stage  to  some 
attractive  part  of  the  park  for  a play,  and  then  return  full 
of  the  enjoyment  of  their  excursion.  These  drives  con- 
tinued through  the  months  of  June,  July,  August,  Sep- 
tember and  October. 

Several  children  have  recently  been  sent  home  cured, 
and  their  places  only  too  readily  filled. 

Last  May,  on  the  two  days  of  the  Centennial  Celebration, 
Mrs.  Griswold  Gray  and  Mrs.  Marshall  O.  Roberts,  opened 
their  houses,  extended  to  the  children  every  hospitality, 
and  thoroughly  aroused  their  patriotic  feelings,  besides 
giving  them  a pleasure  never  to  be  forgotten. 

A very  successful  entertainment  called  “a  Tea”  was 
given  at  Delmonico’s  last  Winter,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Hospital,  by  members  of  the  Ladies’  Board,  the  proceeds 
of  which  were  gladly  added  to  the  Hospital  receipts. 

The  gift  to  the  Institution  of  a photographic  outfit, 
which  was  wanted  by  the  Surgeon-in-Charge,  has  proved 
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most  useful  in  showing  the  gradual  change  effected  by  the 
instruments  upon  the  different  cases. 

The  actual  report  of  the  year  is  very  short,  but  we  must 
turn  to  a matter  of  the  first  importance,  which  calls  for 
our  close  attention  to-day. 

It  is  about  this  very  building  in  which  the  Orthopaedic 
Dispensary  and  Hospital  has  done  its  work  for  so  many 
years.  The  time  lias  come  when  from  lack  of  room  it  is 
impossible  to  receive  the  children  who  are  brought  here 
for  treatment. 

Think  a moment  of  those  poor  suffering  little  ones  out- 
side our  doors  asking  for  help,  while  within  are  skilled 
surgeons  willing  and  competent  to  give  it,  but  unable  to 
bid  them  enter  because  of  the  already  overcrowded  rooms. 
The  number  about  us  who  ought  to  have  their  care  is  sad 
indeed,  but  we  have  it  in  our  power,  if  we  rise  to  the 
responsibility,  greatly  to  enlarge  our  accommodations, 
and,  by  that  means,  help  to  arrest  the  trouble  and  lessen 
the  suffering. 

At  present  we  are  cramped  in  every  way.  Children  can- 
not be  received  into  the  Hospital  ; the  beds  are  full.  You 
have  but  to  visit  the  Dispensary  in  its  busy  hours  to  see 
how  perfectly  inadequate  the  reception  rooms  are  in  that 
department. 

One  poor  woman  after  another  comes  in,  often  carrying 
a child  in  her  arms,  and  has  to  wait,  sometimes  standing, 
till  its  turn  comes  to  be  treated,  or,  in  despair  of  attention, 
is  forced  to  leave  and  come  another  day  ; and,  remember, 
these  are  hard-working  women,  living,  generally,  at  great 
distances,  who  must  take  this  precious  time  out  of  their 
dav’s  work  for  the  little  sick  lamb  of  their  flock. 

The  surgeons  cannot  work  more  quickly  than  they  do, 
but  if  the  room  were  doubled  they  could  accomplish  twice 
the  result  in  the  same  time,  as  it  would  make  it  possible  to 
have  the  instrument  of  one  child  repaired  while  another 
was  being  examined.  Five  minutes  passed  in  the  operating 
room  would  explain  the  impossibility  of  doing  this  at 
present. 


The  knowledge  of  orthopaedic  surgery  has  increased 
steadily  during  the  past  thirty-live  years,  and  many  emi- 
nent surgeons  to-day  are  devoting  their  lives  to  its  advance- 
ment. Wonderful  inventions  are  constantly  being  made  by 
which  cases  before  considered  incurable  are  now  treated 
with  perfect  success.  Patients  are  no  longer  kept  in  their 
beds.  Braces  are  so  carefully  made  and  adjusted  that  the 
injured  part  is  protected  and  the  child  can  have  freedom 
of  movement  and  plenty  of  fresh  air. 

To  put  these  little  cripples  squarely  on  their  feet,  to  pre- 
vent deformity  in  hundreds  of  the  children  of  our  city,  is 
surely  a work  in  which  all  must  be  interested,  and  we 
earnestly  trust  that  another  year  will  see  our  facilities 
doubled. 

Do  not  let  us  fail  in  our  duty. 

We  appeal  to  the  public  for  help— large-hearted,  gen- 
erous help. 

Steps  have  already  been  taken  to  accomplish  our  object. 
Subscription  books  are  started,  and  we  are  very  sure  that 
when  the  need  is  known,  the  assistance  will  be  forthcom- 
ing. 

Thanking  all  who  have  already  done  so  much  for  this 
Institution,  and  confidently  asking  them  to  double  their 
interest  and  its  possibility  for  usefulness.

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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Clinical 

Instruction. 


The  Committee  on  Clinical  Instruction  report  that  during 
January  and  February  of  the  present  year,  the  Attending 
Surgeon  in  charge  gave  the  usual  course  of  lectures  at 
the  Hospital.  As  in  previous  years,  two  lectures  a week 
were  given.  The  course  extended  over  seven  weeks. 

Your  Committee  feel  assured  that  much  good  is  being 
accomplished  by  these  lectures.  The  early  recognition  of 
the  deforming  diseases  of  childhood,  as  well  as  their  proper 
treatment  by  the  most  approved  and  modern  methods  are 
taught  in  detail — especial  attention  being  given  to  differ- 
ential diagnosis  and  the  mechanical  treatment,  which  sub- 
jects are,  as  a rule,  much  neglected  in  our  medical  colleges. 

The  medical  profession  seem  to  appreciate  our  efforts, 
the  classes  being  well  attended  by  physicians  from  different 
parts  of  the- country  as  well  as  those  who  reside  in  New 
ATork  City.  Many  of  those  who  attend  these  lectures  make 
them  a part  of  a Post  Graduate  Course,  which  the  medical 
profession  of  New  York  have  done  so  much  to  render 
popular.

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SURGEON’S  REPORT. 



To  the  Trustees  of  the  New  York  Orthopaedic  Dispensary 
and  Hospital. 

Gentlemen: 

For  some  years  it  lias  been  apparent  to  the  active 
Members  of  your  Medical  Board  that  the  facilities  of  the 
present  building  were  inadequate  to  meet  the  demand  of 
the  increased  number  of  patients.  And  as,  at  a recent 
meeting  of  your  Board,  it  was  decided  that  it  was  best  to 
increase  these  facilities  by  enlarging  the  present  building 
or  by  erecting  a new  one  on  some  other  site,  it  may  be  well 
to  spend  a few  moments  in  reviewing  our  work  and  in 
studying  the  statistics  which  are  presented  in  your  Annual 
Reports. 

Our  Institution  was  organized  and  equipped  with  the 
idea  of  extending  the  benefits  of  advanced  orthopaedic 
methods  to  the  poor.  The  work  was  commenced  in  a very 
humble  wav  at  No.  1299  Broadway  on  October  1st,  1866. 
On  May  5th,  1867,  an  informal  report  was  issued,  showing 
that  during  the  previous  seven  months  67  patients  were 
treated,  or  at  the  rate  of  about  114  a year.  On  November 
1st,  1868,  a formal  report — the  First  Annual  Report  of  the 
Institution — was  issued.  This  report  covered  two  years. 
The  total  number  received  for  treatment  during  these  two 
years  was  206,  an  average  of  103  for  each  year.  Of  the  206 
treated  there  were  under  treatment  at  the  time  of  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  report  125  patients  :

A prominent  feature  of  the  medical  work  of  the  Institu- 
tion has  been  to  make  no  attempt  to  treat  a large  number 
of  patients,  but  rather  to  expend  ample  time  and  effort 
upon  those  who  would  afford  us  the  opportunity  of  fre- 
quent observation,  and  who  would  give  us  reasonable 
co-operation  at  home.  The  growth  of  our  work,  as  shown  by 
the  figures  above  quoted,  has  been  a steady  and  a healthy 
one.  Another  feature  of  our  work  has  been  to  visit 
patients  at  their  homes ; not  only  those  who  required 
medical  and  surgical  attendance,  but  those  also  who,  from 
indifference  or  lack  of  interest,  ceased  to  visit  the  Dispen- 
sary as  ordered.  Many  of  your  Board  will  recall  the 
efforts  of  several  ladies  to  aid  us  a few  years  ago  in  this 
part  of  our  work.  Since  the  establishment  of  our  Hospital 
Department  this  has  not  been  so  necessary,  though  the 
Out-door  Visiting  Surgeon  still  keeps  up  this  part  of  the 
work  to  the  extent  of  the  time  at  his  disposal. 

During  the  first  year  of  our  work  there  were  474  visits 
made  at  the  Dispensary  by  patients, and  25  visits  were  made 
at  the  homes  of  patients.  During  the  year  just  closed  9,170 
visits  were  made  by  patients  to  the  Dispensary,  and  1,695 
visits  were  made  at  the  homes  of  patients  by  the  Out-door 
Visiting  Surgeon.  Hot  to  go  into  extended  detail  I may 
briefly  say  that  since  the  Institution  was  established  the 
patients  under  our  care  have  visited  the  Institution  136,404 
times,  and  the  Assistant  Medical  Staff  have  made  27,471 
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visits  at  the  homes  of  patients.  And  during  the  thirteen 
years  that  a record  has  been  kept  in  our  Annual  Reports 
the  patients  have  contributed  to  the  Institution  to  reimburse 
it  for  the  expenditure  on  apparatus  account,  $20,281.05. 

The  economical  management  of  our  work  is  shown  in  the 
fact  that  our  only  executive  resident  officers  are  the  House 
Surgeon  and  the  Matron.  Upon  the  former  there  devolves  a 
large  amount  of  clerical  work,  such  as  is  usually  done  by  a 
Superintendent  or  Clerk  in  other  Institutions.  As  an 
evidence  of  the  work  performed  by  this  officer  I may  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that  during  the  past  five  years  8,927 
letters  have  been  sent  to  delinquent  and  other  patients.  All 
of  the  clinical  records  and  all  the  work  generally  performed 
by  a clerk,  and  the  care  and  responsibility^  of  the  Hospital 
Department  during  the  absence  of  the  Surgeon-in -charge, 
fall  upon  the  House  Surgeon,  who  is  kept  very  much  occu- 
pied by  his  many  duties,  both  as  an  Executive  Hospital 
Officer  and  as  an  Assistant  Surgeon  in  the  Dispensary. 

We  exercise  a great  degree  of  care  in  selecting  the 
patients  received  in  the  Institution.  For  years  we  were 
exposed  to  the  danger  of  receiving  patients  who  were  able 
to  pay.  We  now,  however,  have  a complete  system  of 
investigation,  by  which  we  can  duly  ascertain  the  exact 
pecuniary  condition  of  each  applicant ; and  the  great 
majority  who  apply  are  investigated  not  only  to  ascertain 
their  pecuniary  condition,  but  also  to  determine  if  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  family  are  such  that  the  patient  will 
receive  proper  care  at  home. 

Our  Hospital  Department  was  opened  in  October,  1878, 
with  accommodations  for  twenty-four  patients.  Since  that 
time  our  Wards  have  been  well-filled — and  especially  so 
since  the  Ladies’  Board  have  done  so  much  toward  render- 
ing them  free.  We  need  larger  hospital  facilities  and 
double  the  number  of  free  beds — just  as  we  need  more  dis- 
pensary room  and  better  facilities  for  receiving  and  caring 
for  patients  during  their  daily  calls  at  the  Dispensary. 

In  the  Dispensary  we  have  a corps  of  six  Assistant  Sur- 
geons. Two  of  these  are  Senior  Assistants,  and  both  of 
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those  now  on  duty  have  been  with  11s  for  years.  The  work 
is  thoroughly  systematized — each  Assistant  being  respon- 
sible for  the  treatment  of  the  cases  assigned  him.  And 
there  is,  in  connection  with  the  Dispensary  and  Hospital,  a 
large  and  commodious  mechanical  room  under  the  direct 
control  of  the  medical  staff.  Our  “prescriptions”  are 
drawings  of  special  forms  of  apparatus  with  accurate  meas- 
urements attached.  Our  “drug  room”  is  the  mechanical 
room,  and  our  “pharmacists”  are  the  five  workmen  who 
are  constantly  kept  busy  “compounding”  the  mechanical 
prescriptions  of  your  Medical  Staff.  During  the  past  ten 
years  alone  6,489  new  instruments  have  been  supplied 
patients  ; and  the  mechanics  have  spent  24,074  hours  in 
making  the  necessary  repairs,  &c.,  to  them.  The  work  and 
skill  necessary  to  make  the  apparatus  fulfill  its  object  falls 
upon  individual  members  of  the  Medical  Staff  whose  work 
is  always  hard,  whose  cases  are  always  difficult,  and  who 
have  not  only  to  make  the  apparatus  meet  the  indications, 
but  who  have  also  in  many  cases  to  persuade  or  coax 
an  ignorant  mother  or  a shiftless  relative  to  carry  out  at 
home  the  instructions  given. 

To  illustrate  how  crowded  we  are,  and  how  much  we 
need  more  room,  I may  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
our  present  building  is  located  upon  an  ordinary  building 
lot  of  25  x 100,  in  which  are  the  following  rooms,  &c.  : In 
the  rear  cellar  is  located  an  engine  and  boiler  room.  On 
the  basement  floor  there  are  the  sleeping  rooms  for  ser- 
vants, the  kitchen  and  store-room,  the  laundry  and  drying- 
room  ; and  back  of  these  is  the  shop  where  all  our 
apparatus  is  made.  On  the  first  floor  are  the  dining  room 
for  the  Executive  resident  officers  of  the  Institution,  the 
electrical  treatment  room,  the  reception  or  waiting  room, 
the  examination  or  diagnosis  room,  where  all  patients  are 
examined  and  their  histories  recorded,  and  the  “treatment 
room” — which  is  also  used  as  a lecture  room  during  the 
Winter  course  of  lectures.  On  the  second  floor  are  the 
sleeping  rooms  for  the  House  Surgeon  and  the  Matron,  the 
Committee  room,  a library  and  the  children’s  play  or 
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“sun”  room.  The  third  and  fourth  floors  are  occupied  by 
the  Hospital,  comprising  two  large,  sunny  wards — with 
nurse  rooms,  &c.,  attached.  On  the  fifth  floor  is  the  iso- 
lated ward  for  the  reception  of  any  cases  of  contagious  dis- 
ease which  may  develop  among  our  children  inmates.  In 
the  space  here  described  we  yearly  treat  nearly  two  thou- 
sand cases  of  deformity — the  Hospital  patients  receiving 
an  average  of  eight  thousand  days  of  hospital  care  each 
year,  and  the  Dispensary  receiving  an  average  of  over 
fhirty  patients  per  day.  Each  Dispensary  patient  requires 
an  average  or  nearly  thirty  minutes  from  his  medical  attend- 
ant at  each  visit. 

It  must  be  evident  to  you  all  that  we  need  more  room, 
and  that  the  Medical  Staff  earnestly  endorse  your  effort  to 
increase  the  accommodations  of  the  Dispensary  and  Hos- 
pital building. 

During  the  year  just  closed  we  have  treated  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  four  patients,  the  largest  number 
ever  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  Institution.  Of  these 
one  hundred  and  forty  were  discharged  cured,  one  hundred 
and  forty-seven  were  discharged  relieved,  eight  were  sent 
away  for  neglect,  one  was  discharged  as  incurable,  thirty- 
three  died,  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  were  not  treated, 
and  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty-seven  were 
continued  to  next  year. 

In  the  Hospital  Department  fifty-one  patients  were 
treated  and  thirty-one  were  discharged,  leaving  twenty 
under  treatment  on  October  1st,  1889.  There  were  no  deaths 
in  the  Hospital,  and  the  general  health  of  the  inmates  has 
been  excellent.  During  the  year  eight  thousand  four  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  days  of  Hospital  care  were  given  to 
patients  in  the  wards. 

During  the  year  nine  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy 
visits  were  made  at  the  Dispensary  by  patients  and  one  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  ninety-five  visits  were  made  at  the 
homes  of  patients  by  the  Out-door  Visiting  Surgeon,  a total 
of  ten  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five  visits  for  the 
year.  $1,865  was  charged  to  patients  for  apparatus  supplied, 
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and  $1,461.05  was  collected  bv  the  Assistant  Surgeons  on 
the  same  account.
